1Fblldw-€itizbns : The events of the llevblutionary War, as has been 
truly said to you to-night, developed the character and brought forward 
the illustrious statesman whose destiny it was to establish and adminis-, 
ter, for the first eight jears of our national existence, the a&irs of oar 
infant Republic. He was commenc^ed to the American peopie^ not b^ 
party platforms, not by political indorsement, but. by his prjnqiplejg, «nd 
his character, and his, deeds ip the service of the nation. And now, after 
long years of civil conflict, we have seen that the events of the late war. 
Qot only brought foi^ward the soldier who siionid successi'ntly lead our 
armiepi to victory, but the heart of the nation feels that in that same 
^Idier we have the first citizen of the Republic best fitted to lead us, to a 
happy destiny in times of peace. [Applause] There are those who 
cQipplain and object that he is a silent man — that he has not announced 
to the country his^ platform, and that no responsible politicians come 
forward as his vou^liers to the people. But the people see, and feel, and 
l^now that General (jfrant has a platform good enough . for thena. i» hia 
Wstory and in hia acts, f Applause.] But we are not left to any mere 
inii^reuQes i^s to Genet-al (irant's (^pinions on public affairs. On aU 
woper ocoasions-r-when a military officer, as he has be^n and now is, 
m^ as an oxacutive offiijer^as. he also is pow in part— on all occasionSi 
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ttiien it has been proper for him, as a sddier or as a civiliah, to coimna-^ 
nlcate his opinions to.his saperior officer or to the pabUc, be b&us done so 
^tth oil the frankness of a 6oldier, with all the oaador of a mtm, and 
wiib ali the wisdom of a Statesman. [ Appiaose.] GK> back with me for 
proof of this tothe close of the war, immediately after Lee and the rebel 
army bad sarrendered to (irant's victorions banner. GenenUr Graot was 
sent by His Excellency, the President, to the Soothern States npoa a 
tour of 'Observation' ..He performed that tas^,.and cofflrhunicated, in his 
Yeport. to the Presidents a view of the sitaatto^ in the rebel dTteUjes,/ and a 
series of saggestions with reference to the line of policy to be.parsned 
toward them, which, I affirm here to-night, all oar subsequent experience 
has proved to have been Mse — tis I claim they were in their conceptioa 
—a statement, at the outset, frankly spok^ and courageously maintained. 
[Applause.] . But, unfortunately, gentlemea, 1^ £xecati ve line of policy 
t^t wap snbfieqaOnjU^*, pursued. wa^ it im^gosssible to. ioariy ont tha 
wise and stateeman^likQ lecommendattons of the Gener^-i|i-QhieL 
Unhappily for the country^ the Executive policy tended, -irresistibly 
and inevitably, to a collision, with the representatives , of the 
people. [Applause.] And I need not say to yoct ' or * to any 
American citizen — for ^11 have that practical common sense which gives 
them a better insight into public afifairs than sojne of the profounder 
professors of statecraft can exercise — I need not say to you, that it was 
utterly impossible to bring to a solution the difficult problems which this 
war brought upon us, when the great departments of the Government — 
Executive, Legislative and Judicial— were at war witt. each^other. 
From such a conflict peace to the land was impossible. The plan of 
settlement that was initiated, known as the Presi(Jent*s policy, was 
simply this— to restore what remained of the rebels in the rebel States 
tb power. [Applause.] That was justly deemed by the people who put 
down the rebellion a criminal waste of the sacrifices of the war. General 
Grant dissented from that policy. [Lou4 cheers.] While General Grant, 
in common with the great mass of the array who followed him, dismissed 
all asperities and hatreds, and calmed all passions, when the rebel army 
surrendered j while they were willing to second him in oflferihg honorable 
tertris to a brave foe^ they were not willing — and, if I know them, never 
^ill be willitjg — to abandon the loyal whites, or any loyal people in the 
South, t6 the mercies of the men who inaugurated the rebellion^ [Great 
cheering.'] And in this matter General Grant's opinions are just as well' 
known to any officer who has served under him, and has listened to his 
instructions, and has had the opportunity of executing his orders, as are 
the views of any platform-maker in the United States. [Cheers.] Tb

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trol over their local affairs, including the entire question of suffrage, 
trustirig wholly to their magnanimity and sense of justice as to the treat- 
ment that hereafter should be dealt to the loyal men in the rebel States, 
white and black — and herein incurring a responsibility to history and to 
the loyal people of the North, the West, and the East, not easy to mea- 
sure, Congress waiving all considerations, I say, except the single one ot 
security for the future — simply imposing conditions in accordance with 
such considerations upon certain men who had talsen ^ solemn oath, 
before Almighty- God, forever to bear faithful allegiance to the United 
States, and obey its Constitution and laws— who had taken that solemn 
bath upon themselves, and then before heaven, with perjury, had taken np 
arms to destroy the Government they had sworn to uphold ; with that 
single reservation; dlsfrandiising these men, who, by deliberate perjury, 
had proved themselves for their day and generation unfit for public trost-^ 
Congress said, with that restriction : " We waive all else, and will shake 
hands with you and call you brothers once more." [Cheers.] This was 
denounced by the Executive and his Cabinet, and under hid influence and 
advice rejected by the rebel States. What next ? Congress, bound by 
public opinion, bound by a sense of duty, was driven to one of three 
alternatives: Either to yield to the Southern demand that the rebel 
State* should be entirely relinquished to the unrestricted control of those 
who not only assisted, but those who originated and lejd the rebellion ; or,' 
^condfy, that they must leave the Southern States that had been the 
theatre of war indefinitely under military government. iTie third alter-* 
native was that Congress itself should assume the responsibility and take 
the initiative of passing an enabling Act by which society and govern- 
ment could be again organized in those States where the rebellion had pro- 
duced antireby, ^nd thus give to the people there the means of protecting 
th^msehres, and giving to the loyal States of the Union a perpetual gua- 
rantee for the allegiance and loyalty of the rebel States. [Applause.] 
^ You- have seen under what embarrassment and difficulties, resulting 
froni Baai>y sources, that plan df reconstruction has' been conducted, but ' 
you have seen this, also, that while it has encountered the almost irresist- 
ible power, patronage and infiu^ce of the Executive, it has never for a 
nioment lacked the steady, loyal, faithful support of the General-in-Chief 
of the armies. [Cheers.] Pacing any reference to myself, except to 
take this occasion to express ray appreciation and gratitude for the sup- 
port tio steadily given to me while in command in the Carolintis, amid all 
the trying difficulties of that position, let me for illustration ot what I 
have just said, point you to the manly, soldierlike, true friendship and 
ddTdtiem to duty, manifested hi the'stmggle he made to siEive the gallant 
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• Sheridaiu [Loud clwenqgr ^^ waving of hata and handkerchief.] 
. There was Sheridan sent to New Qrle^ois with a h^tid^al of men to con- 
trol all the tarbulent elements of Lousiaua and Texas ; to restore order 
out of anarchy, to brjng an unwilling people to a iScnse of allegiance to 
our flag, and Constitution and laws ; to extend the hand of profteclion to 
the helpless negro, whom we had emancipated and whom yve had called 
a freedman, but to whom we had.given no means to pi;otect h^ ^ecjdom 
or his franchise ; obliged to shelter from p(H'secution and iyv^xij apd 
outrage Iho loyal white? ; compelled to afford security to Nortbe^rn capi- 
talists who had gone down there in. the confidence that an 4;mei1p^n 
citizen presumes h^ may always feel that w^herever he j^oes^ at leaet 
within. our territory, the hand of power, whether civil or military, will 
always be exprted .an<^ beid over, him to protect him froif .,outj:ag^.

pie de^«e to be irelieved as soea as possible,. and as ^r as practica- 
ble, of whatever iMurdeBS they may bfsar. that result from an improvised 
finaodal system foroed upon us by the. exigencies of the war^ ^ TLere 
18 no doubt that expaneoce wi^ 8090, ^ develop more . uniform and 
easier modes of collecting the pabUo .revenue, or that our^nanci^rs 
will soon be able to negotiate loans at a much more reasonable rate 
of interest than we were compelled to pi^ in t\ie midst of war, when 
it was doubtful in the minds of niany ijrhether we rCQuld «v;e/ pay at all. 
There is no doubt that, upon many such questions, there is much uneasi- 
ness in the public mind, and a restlessness and disconteat with the 
present state of affairs, which finds expression in various f^rms ; and, 
while we have these problems to solve, upon which the destiny of the 
nation hangs, our people get rather restless when great questions a^e 
mixed up with small, sabojrdinary, trifling issues: as in Philadelphja. 
where the Union party that was in power forgot every ot)ier measure of 
importance that was- before them ia order to stop the cars running on 
Sunday, so that poor people could not getout of to^n to ery^y a Utf-le 
fresh air, and our friends in Massachusetts were in such a hurry to rec^n- 
Rtruot everything that, I am credibly informed, it wi^.not possible to get 
a ditnk there. [Laughteri] And, at th^ i^ate, it was* r^aso^able to sup, 
pose that, if the Gity of New- York became BepiibUcan, nobody wppld 
be allowed to have anything to we«<r, or to 8ffl.oke in the afreets. Some- 
thing too much of this ultraism> into which all parties ore liable, to ^nn 
in the race of sucoescF, to been seen in the dominant psjr^, and,, no 
doubt, very much of the dissatisfaction and di^cont^ nt of whiph I have 
spoken is owing to these minor causes .of iri:itatioij.v . I trust you Fill 
allow me to a&'m aa my (pinion jmd: belief) , and, t$> express jt as^^my 
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l^ope, that ^t noble act of justice, by.whiok the Congress of the Unitecb 
States gave to alt the people who are citixenao£ this land, and who were 
loyal to ilreir flag throc^hont the war in the rebel States, the right of 
suffrage, will be deemed and held by the American peojde as sacred and 
irreversible as the Emancipation Proclamation. [Oheers.] The Ameri- 
can people are- progressive, not ultra;, they are conseryative, not reac- 
tionary. Yon cannot make a &ee man to*day and make him a slave^ 
fo-morrow. > Yon cannot give a free man the sign and badge of manhood 
by pitting the ballot in his hands and take it away to-morrow, and jnake 
htm the elave to some other man who holda that ballot. [Applanse.] 
And never, never can you, without outraging justice, and without plantingf 
within your borders an inextinguishable fire of resistance and revolt, take 
away the ballot from the black man and give it to the rebel. [Great 
cheering.] But this you can do : When you have seen that, under the 
reconstruction acts, loyal and legal state governments have been organ- 
izM and ' ei^s^lished in the rebel States ; when those States come to 
Otm^ma with a consti^Hon Republican in form and providing &irly 
find equitably for the proteetkm of the rights, civil and political, of all 
within their borders entitled to franchise ; then, I say, you have attained 
that security for tlie present and the future which will enable Congress 
and the country to agree with one accord, to grant a general amnesty to 
all who have offended against our flag.

You do 
noteKpeCt any one on this platform, lellpwHjitizens^ to rehearse to you 
the military e^rploits ef Grant* They are full of interest and ipstruction, 
it is true, to those, who would correctly appreciate and comprehend the 
unrivaHed greatness aind purity of his character. [Ct>eerB.] You will 
not, expect to be reminded of the simplicity of bis character and life, 
his unostentatious demeanor, his straightforward dealing with all men* 
These are all femiliaras household words. But I may be permitted to
